W e are slacking it* our du­ 
ties and being deprived of our birth­ 
right. This bill, if passed, wcmld in­ 
troduce all of the most vicious ele­ 
ments of Hun government. 


It would be a revelation to the av­ 
erage wizen to study tiiis bill and 
come to a full realization of the ex­ 
tent to which the organization hack­ 
ing this program 
of legislation is 
depriving tyim of

freedom of thought and action. 


This bill, as well as the others in

.The jurisdiction is vested in 
the 
emit rallied power of the stale board 
of health at Indianapolis; 
< itizens 
are absolutely deprived ol 
control 
of their local affairs. The health of­ 
ficers are given “ superior powers in 
their respective jurisdiction ” 
This 
clause could be construed in a most 
arbitrary manner. 


Perhaps the motives behind 
the 
passing of this 
bill 
appear 
more 
clearly 
when 
the fact is brought 
cut, that there is no limit set to sal­ 
aries, number of deputies, office help 
or expense. No limit is placed upon 
the quantity 
of laboratory* 
equip­ 
ment, number of deputies or assist­ 
ants. The bill most conveniently pro­ 
vides for “ as many as may be nec­ 
essary.”

Could there 
possibly 
be a more 
deadly menace to our government 
than 
this encroachment Upon 
in­ 
dividual rights? There is no limit to 
anything the state board of 'health 
may do under this act. Not a single 
word 
is said about the protection 
for the individual 
citizen.

course not, he simply ceases to ex­ 
ist. The' only appeal he could make 
would he 
go to court at his own 
expense 
and tight these Czars who 


would pay for their domination and 
defense out of the state treasury. 


Even Mr. Slacker Citizen should 
be stirred out of his legarthv when 
he hears about this bill.
